However, a short time prior to the 
fell of Yugoslavia a new and believed to be important deposit was discovered, 
of considerably higher grade than usual, éo that perhsps the Yugoslavian 
produstion under Corin direction wilh be considerably increased, In seny 
event, even the 30,000 ton annual output of the beautiful high-grade Metallur 
gical Ore sould be a very, very yeluable addition to Germany*s sources of 
strategic minerals, particularly if Turkey eonginues to withhold Ketallurgical 
Ore from eaale ta Germany. 

The manager of the Allatini “ines prior to the fall of Yugoslevia was 
an Faglishuan, 3. C. Morgen. When it was evident thet Yugoslavia was to be 
invaded, he flooded the Nade Hine and the other nine workings and atteepted to 
dweniiah the concentrator, but was prevented from doing eo by the local inhabi~ 
tante. However, it is thought that Yugoslavian planes bombed the concentrator 
shortly afterwards. 

Mr. Morgan was teken prisoner by the Germans. He eventually escaped 
and after seven weeks in enexy occupied territory, wae able to board a Greek 
boat for Snyma, Turkey, and we understand eventually joined the British forces 
in Feypt.
